Siieriir Wooclriiirancl'othors r e a d i­ 
ed the scene ol’the explosion, ihev 
found Mr. Jo h n P ark er, the jailor, 
at the ren t m ade in th e w est wall 
of the building by tiie explosive, 
with a double-barreled shot gun 
holding th e prisoners a t bay. ' I t 
quickly transpired th a t the p ris­ 
oners had g o ta charge of d y nam ite 
ij.y some m eans and by e.xplocling 
this in the west w all of tlie build­ 
ing, w h id i is of heavy stone, had 
blown out a hole large enough ibi‘ 
them to escape Ihrougli had it not 
been lor the presence o f m ind and 
energetic m easures of Mr. Park er. 
A t some time previous they had 
received a case knife w hich was 
converted into a saw.

found shelter behind a projecting 
line or she m ight have b een killed. 
i^Ir. P a rk e r w a s'a ro u se d by the 
noise tliey m ade retreating to the 
dungeon alter they had touched 
j o!f the fuse, and he was looking at 
the exact spot on the lluor above 
where the charge had been placed 
in tlie wall on the lower story of 
the Iniilding at th e tim e of the e x ­ 
plosion.

They are emigrating, 
but for what imrpose has not yet 
been decided, for the country that 
they are leaving, which is on the 
east bank of the Alississippi river, 
seems to lie well supplied with the 
nuts they most delight to crackl 
Prehaps they are hunting higiier 
land, as the direction they are takr 
ing would indicate such a purpose. 
The memory ol past overflows of 
the Alisssissippi bottoms, and the 
trouble of subsisting during higli 
water, must be anything butpleas- 
ant even to squirrels. They seem 
to have crossed, are still, crossing 
the Alississippi between Norfolk 
landing, about tweiity-iive miles 
below Alomphis, and Desoto Front,' 
Aliss., wliichis only live miles be­ 
low this city. They are going over 
to the Arkansas side of the river, 
and making I'or Crawley’s ridge. 
The inhabitants of that section are 
killing them by theiiimdreds with 
stick.s. As the squirrels liave lost 
all fear of man. a gnu is not need­ 
ed and would be in the way.
